PETROLEUM AND GAS IN WEST 
VIRGINIA. 

if 

Perhaps it will be interesting to 
the readers of the Bethel News to 
know something of the oil and gas 
development in West Virginia, 
which at present is the leading 
state, in that industry. 

We find in Tyler county the 
greatest natural gas well that the 
world has ever produced. Scien¬ 
tists and curiosity-seekers from all 
over the United States and foreign 
countries,have visited this wonder¬ 
ful phenomenon of nature, which 
when first drilled, sent forth a con¬ 
tinual stream of gas into the heav¬ 
ens, with a roar that could be heard 
at a dis tance of thirty miles, and 
a power that literally shook the 
earth. 

A great syndicate expended mil¬ 
lions of dollars taming this raging 
monster and laying an enormous 
gas main to Philadelphia, where 
it now supplies fuel to thousands 
of homes and many great industri¬ 
al plants. 

The most important known de¬ 
posits of oil and gas are found in a 
belt of land from fifty to seventy- 
five miles wide, extending in a 
southwestern direction across the 
entire State, but since new fields , 
or pools are continually being dis- , 
covered, tho territory cannot be I.

wise have the same general char¬ 
acter as ocean sands. 

The average depth of the well is 
about two thousand feet, but thpy 
vary with the depth of the sands, 
and the cost is in the neighbor¬ 
hood of $5,000—most of which is an 
entire loss in case oil is not fouud. 

Since “dry holes” are often found 
within two hundred feet of flow¬ 
ing wells, the business of produc¬ 
ing becomes a species of gambling 
in which colossal fortunes are 
made and lost in a very short 
time. 

Thousands of dollars are spent 
every year in drilling “wildcat” 
wells, that is test wells in search of 
new deposits, and much more is 
annually “sunk in dry holes" with¬ 
in the limits of the fields proper, 
so treacherous is the nature of tbe 
pools.

In this event, a tin can contain- j 
ing several quarts of nitro-glyce- a 
rine is lowered tojthe bottom of the 
well by means of a rope and there p 
discharged. The force of the ex- y 
plosion loosens up the sand in all *< 
directions and thereby causes an <• 
Influx of oil, This process is re- 3 
pealed at regular intervals, 

Oil from flowing wells is secur¬ 
ed by iron tanks, but as soon as 
possible, connection is made with p 
a large main (pipe line) whence it o 
is pumped to refineries on the sea¬ 
board by powerful engines. There 
are two distinct varieties of petro¬ 
leum found in West Virginia—a 
heavy green oil near the surface, 
and a light yellow variety further 
down.

a cot complete—that is, the larger 
corps. Two small corps furnished 
one together. These cots with 
mattress, pillows, blankets, sheets 
aDd pillow-cases, cost twenty-five 
dollars each. Bugs, cushions, and 
magazines Were also sent. Wyom¬ 
ing Corps helped to furnish the 
Homo in Wyoming, but there are 
not enough Corps in Wyoming to 
maintain a separate department. 
The Colorado Homo now has 144 
old soldiers Within its walls. 

The sad thing about it is, that 
there is no provisions made as yet 
for the accommodation of the 
Wives of these infirm and crippled 
patriots, who need now more than 
ever their tender ministrations. 

To quote from a recent visitor at 
the Home, “This great State of 
Colorado which possesses the re¬ 
quisites of an empire within itself 
has not yet provided its old sol¬ 
diers and their wives with cot¬ 
tages in which to spend their de¬ 
clining days."

in Connecticut. In Canada they are re¬ 
ported to have grown rapidly, but were 
killed by tbe first frost and did not 
make as good a cover as rye, buck¬ 
wheat or fields peas. 

Cowpeas, and perhaps velvet beans 
also, may prove valuable in the south¬ 
ern states, but are not so well suited 
to the north. Both the New York stn- , 
tions report cowpeas as malting a good 
growth, but the seed must not he sown 
too early to allow of the best cultiva¬ 
tion. The plants are killed by the frost, 
lose their leaves and afford little win¬ 
ter protection. Field beans, while bet¬ 
ter than no cover, are open to the same 
objections as cowpeas. Field peas are 
often grown as a cover crop. 

At the New Y'ork Cornell station field 
peas sown in tbo 'middle of August pro¬ 
duced vines from two to three feet long 
and remained green after frost, making 
agoodmulcb. When sown as late as the 
middleof September, they did not make 
a satisfactory cover. At the New York 
state station Canada peas anti buck¬ 
wheat and blue peas and buckwheat 
gave satisfactory results, both mix¬ 
tures making a good growth and tlie 
peas remaining green until winter. Tt • 
growth of the Canada peas and buck¬ 
wheat was so great as to interfere with 
the gathering of winter apples. 

Field peas are considered among the 
best crops for winter cover at tbe Ne¬ 
braska station, though most crops 
make a rather small growth in the dry 
falls of that region. 

Crimson clover is considered an ideal 
cover crop wherever It withstands the 
winter, though it does not thrive on 
hard, poorly tilled soil as well as many 
other crops, It is reported by the New 
Jersey station as being hardy through¬ 
out the state and considered much 
more economical than city manure as a 
nitrogenous fertilizer. It may be sown 
there from the middle of July to the 
. middle of September. According to the 
Delaware station, it is grown largely in 
the peaeli orchards of that state. It 
sends its roots to a depth of four feet 
even.in hard soil, flourishes on poorer 
soil than red clover and makes its

Child.Thrift in France. 

Thrift is a habit which requires 
to be formed early. The boy or 
girl who does not realize the value 
of money is not likely to be pru¬ 
dent later in life. Like other hab¬ 
its, good or bad, thrift is contagi¬ 
ous. The child who saves pennies 
instead of spending them, and is; 
able to show a bank-book, arouses 
emulation in others. Whatever 
encourages children to Bave small 
Bums of money, does good, not 
only by preventing immediate 
waste of money, but by creating, 
among children a public senti¬ 
ment favorable to thrift. 

What is done in this country by 
voluntary organizations is done on 
a larger scale.in France by the sav- 
ings|bank. The children of the 
common schools deposit with their 
teachers any sum of money they 
save, from a sou, which is about 
equal to an American cent, up¬ 
ward. 

Once a month, agents of the sav¬ 
ings banks go the round of the 
schools and collect the children’s 
savings, He who deposits but a 
single sou receives a small bank¬ 
book; and When he has deposited 
a franc, he receives a large bank¬ 
book. 

During the last seventeen years 
French boys and girls have Opened 
more than half a million accounts 
in the savings banks. Many chil¬ 
dren, or their parents for them, de¬ 
posit in an endo-wment fund, which 
is meant to give them a capital of 
from one to two thousand dollars 
When they are of age, 

It Is worth considering whether, 
in this country, some modification 
of the French plan is practicable, 
by which savings banks should 
co-operate with school teachers in 
promoting the habit of saving

AN !CE SUNGLASS. 

How tun 3Itty Slake u Subatltnte For 
31ntolle.s mi ii YVImt-r’s Day. 

A very surprising thing may be done 
With ordinary ice. You may make a 
burning glass out of ice which will 
burn holes in paper and even start a 
fire in the woods. The only tool you 
will ueed will be a pocket-knife, and 
with this it may be well to remember 
that no boy need freeze to death in the 
woods when the sun shines and there 
is plenty of ice around. He may make 
his fire as follows: Select the clearest 
ice you can find. In frozen ponds will 
often be found a little hillock of ice 
caused by an eddy in the water be¬ 
neath. Knock off a piece of this clear 
Ice and whittle it Into the shape of a 
double convex lens. 

Yon should have no trouble doing 
this, for ice can be cut very easily with 
a pocketknife. Perhaps it may be well 
to inform the uninitiated that a double 
convex lens is one which bulges on 
both sides—that is, it is shaped like 
figure 1 . it gathers up the rays of 
sunlight and concentrates them against 
one spot, which is called tlie focus 
point. Ordinarily a lens is made of 
glass, but ice will perform the same 
feat if correctly shaped. First cut 
your ice into a flat piece a little thick¬ 
er than and as round as a silver dol¬ 
lar. It might be well also to leave a 
long sliver on one side of the circular 
piece to serve for a handle. When you 
have cut out your flat circular piece,

A little 
practice will enable you to do this 
evenly, although you may waste or 
break two or three pieces of ice in the 
effort. 

As you go along with the work of 
scraping put the round piece, or lens, in 
your mouth every few minutes. The 
heat of tlie mouth will not only polish 
the lens, but It will smooth away those 
extremely flue ridges or knife marks 
which might otherwise interfere with 
the concentration of the light. When 
your lens is finished, it should look 
like figure 2. By holding it a prop¬ 
er distance from a piece of paper, say 
about an inch, it presently will set the 
paper on lire. 

Santa Clans’ Oripln. 

Santa Claus is of German origin. 
This la true if only because that is the 
Dutch name of St. Nicholas. That he | 
is an old man is because in the ancient 
pagan feasts in celebration of the de¬ 
cay of the old year and the birth of 
tlie new an old man played the princi¬ 
pal part. Among the Greeks and Ro¬ 
mans it was Saturn, the father of all 
the gods, and among the Germans it 
was Thor, who was long bearded and 
white haired. The tradition of hoary 
age as appropriate for representation 
of the dying year was too strong to be 
driven away by the new figure of the 
Christ child, which was a feature of 
the early church observances. That 
the salut is St. Nicholas is due to the 
fact that that venerable personage's 
feast day was celebrated at about that 
period. St. Nicholas was a bishop of 
Myra, who flourished early in Die 
fourth century. He is the patron saint 
of children and sehoolboys, and hence 
it was natural (hat he should be a part 
of a celebration when the children re¬ 
ceived gifts and when they were allow¬ 
ed to bo “heard as well as seen.” 

The practice of making presents on 
that day undoubtedly owes its origin 
to a general idea to carry into practice 
the Biblical mandate: “fence on earth; 
good will to men.'* At first the great 
lords made presents to their retainers, 
and the season was marked by univer¬ 
sal charity. By degrees the practice 
of Christmas giving spread until now 
everybody gives their friends presents.

How lion Kay Make a Substitute For 
Mate-lies «iu u. V, inter's Day, 

A very surprising thing may he done 
with ordinary ice. You may make a 
burning glass out of ice which will 
burn holes in paper and even start a 
fire in the woods. The only tool you 
will need will be a poeketknife, and 
with this it may be well to remember 
that no boy need freeze to death in the 
woods when the sun shines and there 
is plenty of ice around. He may make 
ills fire as follows: Select the clearest 
ice you can find. In frozen ponds will 
often be found a little hillock of ice 
caused by an eddy in the water be¬ 
neath. Knock off a piece of this clear 
?ce and whittle it into the shape of a 
double convex lens. 

You should have no trouble doing 
this, for ice can be cut very easily with 
a poeketknife. Perhaps it may be well 
to inform the uninitiated that a double 
convex lens is one which bulges on 
both sides—that is, it is shaped like 
figure 1. It gathers up the rays of 
sunlight and concentrates them against 
one spot, which is called the focus 
point. Ordinarily a lens is made of 
glass, hot ice will perform tlic same 
feat if correctly shaped. First cut 
your ice into a flat piece a little thick¬ 
er than and as round as a silver dol¬ 
lar.

Santa Clan»* Origin.

The tradition of hoary 
age as appropriate for representation 
of the dying year was too strong to be 
driven away by the new figure of tlic 
Christ child, which was a feature of 
the early church observances. That 
the saiut is SL Nicholas is due to the 
fact that that venerable personage’s 
feast day was celebrated at about that 
period. St. Nicholas was a bishop of 
Myra, who flourished early in the 
fourth century. He is the patron saint 
of children and schoolboys, and lienee 
it was natural that he should he a part 
of a celebration when the children re¬ 
ceived gifts and when they were allow¬ 
ed to be “heard as well as seen.” 

The practice of making presents oil 
that day undoubtedly owes its origin 
to a general idea to carry into practice 
tho Biblical mandate: “IVure on earth; 
good will to men.” At first the great 
lords made presents to their retainers, 
nnd the season was marked by univer¬ 
sal charity. By degrees the practice 
of Christmas giving spread until now 
everybody gives their friends presents. 
—New York Mail and Express.
